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A  deep  love  to  our  Alma  Mater  and  an 
ever-increasing  demand  for  the  reappearance 
of  the  Concordian  Annual  prompted  us  to 
undertake  the  publication  of  this  book.  In 
it  we  plan  to  give  to  our  readers  true  and 
vivid  sketches  of  Concordia  and  of  student 
life  as  it  exists  here.  If  we  help  keep  un. 
severed  the  union  so  closely  established  among 
us,  if  we  recall  to  an  alumnus  sweet  memories 
of  his  own  college  days,  or  if  we  influence 
some  one  to  enter  Concordia's  halls,  our 
efforts  will  not  have  been  fruitless. 

Our  readers  will,  we  trust,  judge  us  not  by 
the  imperfections  of  the  work  we  have  accom- 
plished, but  by  the  high  aims  we  have  striven 
to  attain. 
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This  is  a  year  of  special  significance  to  you  and  your  Alma  Mater.  It  is  the 
diamond  jubilee  year  for  our  Synod.  You,  the  graduates  in  this  exceptional 
season,  therefore  celebrate  as  jubilee  students;  and  your  Alma  Mater  rejoices 
with  you  in  recording  the  unprecedented  enrollment  of  336  students, —  the 
largest  enrollment  in  her  history. 

In  the  past  seventy-five  years,  our  Synod  has  fostered  our  institutions.  The 
founders  of  our  Synod  were  men  of  the  truest  educational  vision.  For  them 
food  for  the  body  was  of  small  concern,  but  food  for  the  soul  was  their  greatest 
consideration.  They  labored  diligently  for  the  expansion  of  our  Lutheran  Zion. 
After  more  than  two  generations,  their  spirit  still  animates  their  successors,  and 
a  new  impetus  has  been  given  the  discussion  and  expansion  of  Higher  Education. 

Looking  backward  84  years  we  witness  the  building  of  the  log-cabin  college 
at  Perry  County,  Mo.  We  remember  the  utter  poverty,  the  toil  and  patience, 
the  disappointments  and  sorrows  of  the  pioneers  of  that  time.  We  remember 
the  obstacles  they  encountered  in  their  church  work  with  financial  ruin  staring 
them  in  the  face.  And  as  we  picture  to  ourselves  these  desperate  external  condi- 
tions, and  then  hear  them  raise  the  call,  "Let  us  build  a  college",  we  stand  amazed 
at  their  heroic  courage  and  godsent  vision.     And  yet  their  work  was  accomplished. 

Hands  heretofore  skilled  only  in  making  fine  sermons  were  applied  to  raising 
that  rude  log  hut.  These  brave  men  of  God  were  also  the  first  instructors.  The 
prospectus  of  their  work  showed  that  they  intended  to  perpetuate  the  learning 
which  the  mind  of  man  had  accumulated  during  centuries  of  study  and  research. 
But  above  all  human  erudition,  they  placed  the  wisdom  gained  from  the  Book  of 
Books;  and  the  knowledge  of  Jesus,  in  whom  are  "hidden  all  the  treasures  of 
knowledge  and  wisdom";  and  the  privilege  of  learning  from  Him  righteousness 
and  self-sacrifice.  This  character  was  reflected  in  the  students  and  graduates 
of  that  pioneer  college. 

It  is  still  unceasingly  inculcated  into  the  hearts  and  minds  of  our  students 
in  preparing  them  for  the  grandest  calling  ever  charged  to  mortal  man.  It  is 
shown  by  the  graduates,  who  in  the  golden  glow  of  faith's  optimism  carry  the 
Gospel  message  to  all  the  world  in  deepesit  humility  and  most  heroic  self-denial. 

While  the  curriculum  of  studies  during  the  past  84  years  has  not  been  ma- 
terially altered,  the  goal  of  preparing  our  students  for  the  ministry  has  never 
been  lost  sight  of .  Our  courses  conform  as  nearly  as  possible  to  the  requirements 
of  the  State  authorities,  yet  the  aim  of  graduating  preachers  "apt  to  teach"  in 
the   English  and  the  German  language  is  constantly  kept  in  view. 

Certainly  the  preparation  for  this  mission  cannot  be  thorough  enough.  Our 
graduates  must  be  able  to  conquer  Satan  and  unbelief  on  their  own  ground  and 
with  their  own  weapons.  Concentration  and  thoroughness  are  therefore  essen- 
tial in  our  Junior  college  course.  For  the  same  reason  it  is  also  essential  that 
two  more  years  be  added  to  the  present  Junior  course;  thus  offering  a  complete 
college  course  to  our  students.  We  hope  and  pray  that  the  Synod  at  its  next 
session  will  entertain  a  resolution  to  that  effect. 

May  then  our  college,  in  its  sphere,  serve  the  cause  of  Christian  Education 
in  home  and  church,  state  and  community.  May  your  fame,  my  dear  graduates, 
like  that  of  our  blessed  fathers,  be  that  you  become  faithful  teachers  of  the  Gos- 
pel and  educators  of  the  young!  May  God  keep  our  institution  firm  in  the  doc- 
trine and  confession  of  His  word!  May  he  grant  us  His  blessing  as  heretofore 
for  our  spiritual  and  external  growth  and  prosperity! 

Yea,  may  "the  Lord  our  God  be  with  us,  as  He  was  with  our  Fathers:  let 
Him  not  leave  us,  nor  forsake  us!" — I   Kings  8,  57.

MR.  OTTO  BENGS 
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FOR  THE  CONCORDIAN   1923 

(By  an  Old  Alumnus,  who  is  a  native  of  Fort  Wayne,  and.  at  this  moment  the  oldest  professor  in  all  the  Faculties 
of  New  York  (University,  and,  besides,  the  only  survivor  of  the  Four  Original  Ph.  D.'s  af  the  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
cersity  (June  1878),  The  other  three  were:  Thorr.as  Crai§,  Mathematician,  of  Johns  Hopkins;  Josiah  Royce,  the 
Ph.losopher,  of  Harvard,  and  Henry  Carter  Adams,  the  National  Economist,  of  the  University  of  Michigan.) 

Much  of  this  little  monition  and  hortatory  note  is  negative.  Don't — Don't^ — 
Don't.  To  begin,  do  not,  my  young  friends,  either  underestimate,  or  over- 
estimate what  you  have  now  achieved.  Every  apple  must  have  been,  at  first, 
a  blossom — lovely  childhood — then  a  green  apple.  Much  depends  how  long. 
Some  apples,  you  know,  ripen  more  slowly.  These  as  a  rule  are  preferred  by 
those  who  seek  to  store  in  their  bins  goodly  resources  for  the  winter.  Winter 
apples  in  fact  ripen  more  slowly,  but  are  more  durable.  PRIMA  is  a  time  when 
a  youth  fairly  begins  to  measure  his  powers.  I  do  not  know  whether  you  are 
stronger  than  we  were.  Time!  Time!  and  consistent  effort!  The  present 
American  college  is  in  the  main,  a  matter  of  mush  and  mediocrity.  Thank  God, 
young  men,  that  you  have  worked  by  a  standard  of  studies  prescribed  in  the 
main.  Genuine,  hardish  pursuits,  especially  in  the  Classics — well,  what  do 
they  accomplish,  achieve,  effect?  Perseverance  of  genuine  effort,  for  one  thing. 
"Unlimited  election,  "  the  folly  inaugurated  by  Wm.  Eliot,  LI.  D.,  Ph.  D.,  at 
cetera,  et  cetera,  at  Harvard,  (1869-1909)  has,  for  one  thing,  almost  destroyed 
the  study  of  Greek  there.  The  young  men  there,  until  a  short  time  ago,  at 
least,  could  fool  and  toy  with  a  wilderness  of  subjects,  never  reaching  mastery 
of  any,  and  subject  to  a  canon  of  positive  and  inexpressible  silliness  and  absurdity, 
viz.,  that  every  "study  "  had  approximately  the  same  training-value  as  any  other. 
Playing  mumble-the-peg  on  the  Green  in  May  just  as  valuable  for  physical 
training,  for  the  acquisition  of  bodily  suppleness  and  endurance,  and  hardiness, 
as,  say,  the  parallel  bars?     What  nonsense! 

If  you  are  wise,  young  men  of  1923,  study,  more  than  ever,  the  lives  of  the 
Fathers]  I  mean  exactly  what  1  say:  the  Fathers  of  our  Church,  who  established 
it  at  Ft.  Wayne,  at  St.  Louis,  in  Chicago,  in  Frankenmuth:  they  were  not  spouters 
and  shouters  who  with  rhetorical  fireworks  dazzle  or  entertain  their  congrega- 
tions; they  were  not  adroit  politicians,  seeking  in  the  end  to  feather  their  own 
nests.  They  brought  sound  scholarship  into  the  wilderness  of  Perry  County, 
to  the  banks  of  the  muddy  Maumee;  they  planted  and  watered;  they  strove  and 
toiled  with  sincere  and  wholesome  prayers  to  HIM  who  is  the  Giver  of  all  and 
the  final  and  eternal  Judge. 

And  then.  Ft.  Wayne  has  political,  historical  associations.  Washington — 
our  own  noble  Washington — sent  Anthony  Wayne  out  here,  after  Harmar  and 
St.  Clair  had  failed  to  curb  the  Indian  tribes.  1794!  Ft.  Wayne  has  been, 
first,  a  frontier  post,  and  in  time  a  flourishing  municipality — has  been  1  say 
under  all  the  Presidents.  1  have  stood,  with  silent  reverence,  at  Mt.  Vernon, 
in  the  death  chamber  of  George  Washington,  and  by  his  tomb  also,  not  far  from 
the  Potomac.  Learn  this:  a  mere,  brief,  personal  contact  with  the  greater 
minds,  in  actual  life,  is  rare,  and  at  best  limited  to  narrow  concerns,  and  fleeting. 

Not  so  when  we  study  with  honest  devotion  their  best  works.  Now  the 
Emancipation  from  Britain  is  permanently  symbolized  in  the  very  streets,  the 
older  streets  of  my  native  town — Washington,  Jefferson,  Madison,  but  do  think 
of  one,  who,  by  any  standard  of  valuation  was  supremely  great,  great  because  he 
had  a  faith  and  a  mastery  of  Scripture  and  a  character  both  infinitely  pliable, 
and  like  granite,  too,  when  the  emergency  arose,  marvelously  industrious,  facul- 
ties of  trenchant  reasoning,  and  a  conscience  clear  as  a  bell,  unswerving  as  the 
compass  pointing  to  the  North — 1  mean  the  miner's  son,  Martin  Luther.  Get 
closer  to  him,  from  year  to  year,  as  you  grow  mature  enough  to  think  his  thoughts, 
and  follow  his  Faith,  and  God  will  be  with  you. 

This  from  your  old  friend,  and  fellow-alumnus. 
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"Eric"  is  our  walking  joke  book.  Wit.  humor,  and  athletic 
form  are  the  mam  traits  of  his  character.  Hia  remarks  are  actually 
laughable,  even  dignified  professors  at  times  having  succumbed  to 
his  comical  sayings.  In  view  of  this  quajity  he  was  chosen  humor- 
ous editor  of  The  Concordian  '23,  Bloomingdale  always  has  held  a 
strong  attraction  for  our  jester,  hence  his  numerous  excursions  to 
those  parts.  "Eric"  ardently  upholds  the  woman-suffrage  law.  for 
he  asserts  that  all  women  are  at  least  half-right.

Opponents

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THE  STAFF 

The  Concordia  College  Cadet  Battalion  is,  without  a  doubt,  one  of  the  best 
of  its  kind  in  the  Middle  West.  This  statement  can  be  made  by  us  without 
the  stigma  of  self-praise,  since  it  is  endorsed  by  the  praises  of  the  government 
officials  and  by  the  demonstrations  of  approval  and  commendation  exhibited 
by  the  spectators  at  every  public  appearance  of  oar  cadets.  Under  the  super- 
vision of  Sergeant  H.  Small,  U.  S.  A.,  who  has  been  in  the  service  of  his  country 
for  thirty-five  years,  and  has  seen  active  service  overseas,  the  cadets  manage 
the  entire  system. 

Major  Schnedler,  who  is  at  the  head  of  the  battalion  this  year,  has  shown  him- 
self a  very  able  leader  in  carrying  out  the  general  management.  He  is  assisted 
by  the  captains  of  the  four  companies:  Captain  Siess  of  Company  A,  Captain 
Abendroth  of  Company  B,  Captain  Koslowsky  of  Company  C,  and  Captain 
Thode  of  Company  D.  Each  of  these  four  captains  has  two  lieutenants  to 
assist  him.  Each  lieutenant  has  charge  of  a  platoon  in  his  respective  company 
The  major,  the  captains  with  their  lieutenants,  the  adjutant,  and  the  quarter- 
master constitute  the  commissioned  officers  in  the  battalion. 

The  Staff  is  a  group  of  assistants  to  the  major.  They  attend  to  the  clerical 
end  of  the  work,  issue  uniforms  and  equipment,  superintend  all  property,  and 
care  for  the  colors.  The  members  of  the  Staff  are:  the  Adjutant,  the  Quarter- 
master, the  Quarter-master-Sergeant,  the  Sergeant  Major,  and  the  Color  Ser- 
geant. 
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SERGEANT  H.  SMALL,  U.  S.  A. 

Four  periods  a  week  are  devoted  to  military  science.  These  periods  are  of 
forty  minute  duration,  mostly  devoted  to  drilling  the  cadets  in  close  and  ex- 
tended order  drills,  in  bayonet  drills,  in  attack  and  defense  work.  When  weather 
conditions  permit  long  hikes  are  taken.  Guard  duty  is  instructed  and  performed. 
Field  problems  and  actual  skirmishes  are  introduced,  in  which  one  detachment 
opposes  the  other,  thus  giving  the  cadet  an  idea  of  the  practical  side  of  the 
soldier  in  actual  fighting.  Some  periods  are  devoted  to  lectures  by  Sergeant 
Small,  in  which  the  cadet  acquires  some  theoretical  information.  He  is  also 
taught  the  hygiene  of  a  soldier  and  first  aid  tactics.  Still  other  periods  are 
devoted  to  calisthenics  and  setting-up  exercises.  For  those  men  who  have  had 
experience  and  have  qualified,  the  target-riffes  are  at  hand  for  target-practice. 
From  this  one  can  easily  see  that  there  is  not  much  room  for  monotony. 

In  addition  to  the  four  companies  there  is  another  important  unit,  the 
military  band.  This  organization  is  under  the  direction  of  Professor  John  L. 
Verwiere.  a  widely  known  musician  and  bandmaster,  and  is  composed  of  approxi- 
mately forty  pieces.  It  takes  part  in  all  parades  and  in  other  battalion  cere- 
monies and  special  drills.  It  has  four  practice  periods  each  week  and  gives 
concerts  at  different  times  during  the  year.  The  band,  too,  is  often  handicapped 
by  graduation  of  members,  but  it  overcomes  this  each  year  and  improves  in 
spite  of  it. 
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Lastly,  we  have  the  signal  corps,  which  consists  of  two  squads  of  cadets, 
who.  owing  to  their  extreme  youth  and  small  size,  are  unable  to  handle  a  rifle. 
These  men  receive  instruction  in  the  International  Morse  Code  and  the  Sema- 
phore Code.  ... 

The  benefits  derived  from  military  training  are  very  evident.  Statistics 
compiled  during  the  late  war  prove  its  physical  benefits.  The  manner  of  pro- 
cedure in  the  execution  of  drills  and  exercises  also  teaches  self-control,  discipline, 
and  order.  The  soldier  learns  to  think  quickly  in  executing  a  command,  he 
acquires  courtesy  through  the  deference  he  must  show  to  superior  officers,  and 
forms  habits  of  neatness.  In  short,  he  learns  to  conduct  himself  in  an  orderly, 
soldierly  manner.  This  influence  upon  each  individual  tends  to  create  a  fine, 
orderly  system  of  living. 

As  with  every  other  thing,  the  beginning  is  the  most  difficult.  Each  fall, 
there  are  from  sixty  to  a  hundred  new  men,  who  have  no  knowledge  whatsoever 
of  military  training.  These  recruits  must  be  taught  how  to  march,  to  halt,  to 
stand  at  attention,  etc.  The  drill  sergeants  here  come  into  their  share  of  the 
work,  for  they  must  instruct  the  men  directly.  After  the  recruits  have  mastered 
these  things,  they  receive  instruction  in  the  manual  of  arms,  that  is,  the  handling 
of  the  rifle.  Next  they  enter  the  company  and  take  their  places  in  the  assigned 
squads  with  the  corporals  and  privates.  Here  they  learn  the  various  squad, 
platoon,  and  company  maneuvers.  Then  follows  issuing  of  uniforms,  weeks  of 
constant  drilling,  and,  finally  we  have  the  finished  product:  a  crack  battalion, 
in  neat  blue  uniforms,  with  an  almost  perfect  cadence  in  step  and  uniformity 
of  movement. 

The  initial  public  appearance  of  the  battalion  is  at  the  military  tournament, 
held  in  early  spring.  This  gala  event  is  heralded  far  and  wide,  and  many  rela- 
tives and  friends  from  different  cities,  as  well  as  citizens  of  the  vicinity  crowd 
the  gymnasium  to  behold  this  splendid  display  of  military  skill.  Aside  from 
the  military  program,  various  athletic  events,  such  as  wall  scaling,  wheelbarrow 
races,  pillow-pole  fights,  and  equipment  races  are  held.  A  short  sketch  of 
some  phase  of  military  life,  as  a  camp  scene,  a  surprise  attack  upon  some  foe, 
or  a  sham  battle,  features  the  program. 

The  tenth  annual  military  tournament,  held  this  term  on  April  14,  more 
than  equalled  those  of  former  years  and  was  a  grand  success.  The  entrance 
march  of  the  battalion  in  full  dress  of  blue  and  white  to  the  strains  of  a  martial 
air  made  a  very  impressive  picture.  The  escort  of  the  colors,  the  review  of  the 
battalion,  the  various  company  drills,  and  competitive  events  were  admirably 
executed.  The  athletic  events  were  a  source  of  much  mirth  and  joy  to  all  specta- 
tors, who  unanimously  pronounced  the  program  highly  entertaining. 

At  various  intervals  throughout  the  term,  the  War  Department  sends  offi- 
cers from  the  Columbus  barracks,  the  headquarters  of  the  Fifth  Corps  Area,  in 
which  we  are  located.  These  men,  who  come  to  us  unawares,  or  upon  very 
short  notice,  examine  and  inspect  our  equipment  and  test  our  military  ability. 
So  far  these  men  have  had  nothing  but  praise  and  commendation  for  our  ac- 
complishments, and  have  encouraged  a  continuance  of  it.

Prior  to  the  organization  of  the  Alma  Mater  Club  practically  all  our  entrants 
came  to  us  without  student  solicitation.  True,  Director  Luecke  annually 
urged  us  to  look  about  for  new  students  during  vacation,  but  only  when  he, 
three  years  ago,  crystallized  his  novel  idea  into  a  definite  platform  and  organ- 
ized the  Alma  Mater  Club,  was  any  actual,  energetic,  and  systematic  work  to 
persuade  young  men  to  enter  Concordia  done.  This  year's  enrollment  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty-six  surpasses  all  previous  records — a  splendid  testimonial 
to  the  work  of  the  Alma  Mater  Club. 

This  organization  is  determined  to  obtain  more  students  for  Concordia  than 
it  has  in  the  past.  It  will  send  out  two  graduates  with  numerous  slides  of  life 
at  Concordia  to  lecture  in  no  less  than  seventy-five  cities.  And  all  its  members 
will  heartily  and  zealously  work  to  attain  their  goal:  Two  hundred  new  students 
for  Ft.  Wayne. 
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THE  GOETHE  VEREIN 

The  Gcethe  Verein  owes  its  origin  to  the  ardent  efforts  of  Professor  John 
Kunstmann  of  the  German  Department.

The  Stump  was  organized  by  Professor  George  Schmidt  of  the  History  De- 
partment, in  February.  1922.  to  meet  the  need  for  an  English  literary  and  debat- 
ing society.  Students  of  the  collegiate  department  are  eligible  for  membership. 
The  programs  consist  of  debates  and  essays  on  current  events,  extemporaneous 
speeches,  reports  on  historical  and  political  subjects,  and  occasional  addresses 
by  competent  speakers.  Meetings  are  held  semi-monthly.  The  roll  shows  a 
membership  of  forty. 
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THE  VARSITY  CLUB 

The  Varsity  Club  is  probably  the  most  exclusive  society  at  Concordia. 
Membership  is  limited  to  such  as  have  earned  the  right  to  wear  the  coveted  "C.  " 
Its  chief  purpose  is  to  promote  good  fellowship  among  the  athletes  and  in  general 
to  have  a  good  time.      Meetings  are  held  once  a  month. 
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CONCORDIAN  '24  STAFF 

Following  the  custom  prevailing  at  Concordia,  the  class  of  '24  will  publish 
an  annual  in  its  senior  year.  Those  pictured  have  been  chosen  to  edit  the 
publication.  A  beginning  has  been  made;  and,  with  the  cooperation  of  all 
interested  in  their  Alma  Mater,  it  is  hoped  that  a  book  will  be  finished,  worthy 
of  the  name  of  Concordian  '24. 
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THE  CHORUS 

The  Chotus  is  a  comparatively  new  society,  or- 
ganized at  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year. 
It  is  directed  by  Professor  George  Weller  of  St.  Paul's 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  who  is  widely  known 
as  a  choir-master  of  unusual  ability.  Although  re- 
hearsals are  he'd  but  one  night  in  each  week,  it  has 
appeared  in  various  churches  throughout  the  city, 
with  splendid  success.  Members  are  recruited  from 
all  classes  of  the  institution. 
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THE  ORCHESTRA 

Our  orchestra  has  established  an  enviable  record  throughout  the  city,  by 
its  appearances  at  various  church  functions  and  by  its  concerts  at  the  weekly 
cinema  entertainments  offered  in  our  auditorium.  The  society  is  equally  pro- 
ficient in  rendering  popular  music  and  classical  selections.  • 
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HISTORY  OF  THE  CLASS  OF  TWENTY-THREE 

We  have  always  thought  it  strange  that,  while  the  history  of  the  United 
States  is  familiarly  known  to  all  the  people  of  the  earth,  the  great  actions  of  our 
class  at  Concordia  should,  even  among  Lutherans,  excite  little  interest. 
Every  schoolboy  knows  who  discovered  America,  and  who  crossed  the  Delaware. 
But  we  doubt  whether  one  in  ten,  even  among  gentlemen  of  highly  cultivated 
minds,  can  tell  who  won  first  prize  in  the  recruits'  competitive  drill  in  1918, 
who  was  chairman  of  the  park  committee  in  Quarta,  whether  Bartel  or  Schneider 
was  star  center  on  the  basketball  team,  whether  Acker  or  Dunselman  was  the 
biightest  "lumen"  in  Sexta,  or  whether  Graupner  came  from  Canada  or  from 
Frankenmuth.  * 

In  the  morning  of  the  fifth  day  of  September  of  the  seventy-eighth  year  "a 
bunca  condita,  '  and  after  the  Declaration  of  Independence  the  one  hundred 
and  forty-first,  sixty-six  of  the  best  lads  of  the  Middle  West,  who  were  destined 
to  compose  the  renowned  class  of  nineteen  twenty-three  first  sat  side  by  side 
in  the  Aula  of  Concordia  College  of  Ft.  Wayne,  Ohio,  and  other  States.  And 
when  the  close  of  the  opening  of  the  school  year  approached  and  roll  call  was 
taken,  the  higher  classmen  laughed  aloud  at  our  melodious  names,  as  Ywano, 
Hossack,  and  Koslowsky.      Thus  we  were  deeply  humiliated  at  the  very  start. 

But  that  was  only  the  beginning  of  our  mortification.  We  were  ridiculed 
by  the  Quint,  hazed  by  the  Quart,  and  bossed  by  the  Secundaner.  We  feared 
our  "decs  ' — and  our  fear  was  more  often  slavish  than  childlike,  for  as  the  mos- 
quito is  to  the  elephant,  so  was  the  Sextie  of  those  days  to  the  Primaner.  When 
he  said,  "Come,"  we  came;  when  he  said,  "Go,"  we  went:  and  when  he  said, 
"Do  this,"  we  did  it. 

We  were  green  bjt  not  evergreen.  We  no  longer  allowed  the  Quints  to 
have  complete  dominion  over  us,  nor  did  we  submit  to  all  the  practical  jokes 
of  the  Quarts;  we  did,  however,  continue  to  obey  the  upper  classmen.  Gradu- 
ally we  became  acquainted  with  one  another  and  adapted  ourselves  to  our  new 
surroundings,  such  as  the  early  rising  hour,  the  "kraeftiges  Essen,"  and  the 
broom  and  dusting  rag.  But  not  so  soon  did  we  accustom  ourselves  to  the 
noisome  odor  emitted  by  the  Rub-No-More  establishment  and  the  noisy  opera- 
tion of  "Sab's  Victrola,  "  which  is,  being  interpreted,  the  old  pumping  apparatus 
that  kept  us  awake  nights  by  the  movement  of  its  rusty,  worn-out  parts.  Soon 
the  Director  assigned  us  to  kind  Lutheran  families,  who  gave  us  our  dinner  on 
Sundays,  did  our  laundry,  and  expelled  all  home-sickness  by  furnishing  us  a 
second  home.  We  no  longer  shuddered  at  Latin,  for  in  three  weeks  we  had  so 
mastered  the  first  declension,  that  we  could  recite  "mensa"  without  error. 
But  the  baseball  team,  which  we  picked  from  our  sixty-six  members,  could 
hardly  play  a  game  without  an  error.  From  time  to  time  we  held  class  meet- 
ings, in  which  the  advisability  of  buying  an  electric  iron  for  the  class  and  other 
weighty  subjects  were  discussed  with  greater  eloquence  than  was  ever  displayed 
in  the  high  court  of  Parliament.  In  one  meeting  a  member  remarked  that  we 
ought  not  call  ourselves  "Sexta,  "  since  every  class  before  us  had  done  so,  and 
suggested  that  we  call  ourselves  after  our  number,  "Sixty-six.  "  But  one  of  us, 
who  possessed  unusual  foresight,  was  opposed  to  the  name  "Sixty-six  "  on  the 
ground  that  next  year's  Sexta,  thinking  that  we  derived  our  name  from  the 
card  game,  would  in  imitation  take  upon  itself  the  more  romantic  name  of 
"Pinochle.  "  In  the  military  line  we  soon  received  the  great  promotion  from 
recruit  to  private.  The  annual  tournament,  in  which  all  of  us  participated, 
was  perhaps  the  most  impressive  event  in  Sexta.  But  the  two  events  most 
looked  forward  to  were  the  two  dates  of  departure,  for  Christmas  and  for  summer 
vacation.  On  the  truth  of  this  statement  the  diaries  of  those  days  shed  much 
light. 

The  second  year  was,  in   the  main,  like  unto  the  first.      Each  consisted  of

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one  hundred  and  eighty  some  days.  Although  we  looked  down  from  our  high 
throne  upon  the  newcomers,  even  as  did  the  Quints  that  went  before  us,  our 
rights  and  duties  were  still  much  the  same  as  those  of  the  Sexty  and  our  privi- 
leges did  not  yet  exist.  But  we  were  not,  as  was  the  Sexty,  afflicted  with  home- 
sickness. Nor  was  drill  a  new  thing  to  us.  Our  number  was  lessened,  but 
Make,  an  Irishman,  and  Bauermeister,  an  Englishman  as  you  may  infer  from 
their  names,  were  added  to  our  list,  Siess  made  the  college  baseball  team 
Minor  historical  events  of  the  year  were  the  signing  of  the  armistice,  on  which 
occasion  we  paraded  through  the  city,  and  the  influenza  epidemic,  during  which 
many  died  who  never  died  before.  Inasmuch  as  the  Christmas  vacation  had 
to  be  extended  from  two  to  three  weeks,  we  were  agreeably  affected  by  the  "flu." 

We  increased  in  wisdom  and  stature  so  that  we  soon  found  ourselves  in 
Quarta.  Intellectually  we  were  far  enough  advanced  to  encounter  Greek. 
Physically,  too,  we  were  fast  developing.  Schneider  made  both  the  baseball 
and  basketball  teams.  To  judge  from  the  fatigue  records  of  the  time,  which 
were  available  to  the  historian,  it  is  possible  that  our  advance  in  moribus  was 
not  equally  rapid.  But  in  passing  from  Quinta  to  Quarta  we  at  once  obtained  so 
much  freedom,  that  we  were  inclined  to  take  more.  This  accounts  for  the 
increased  number  of  transgressions  of  the  "Hausordnung.  '  Even  Thode,  who 
in  all  Sexta  and  Quinta  had  received  not  one  day  of  fatigue,  now  worked  several 
times  each  month.  Abendroth's  promotion  from  private  to  corporal  shows 
our  progress  along  military  lines.  We  now  had  the  great  privilege  of  staying 
out  till  ten  o'clock  one  Sunday  a  month. 

Although  some  of  the  original  sixty-six  were  dropping  off  right  along,  it 
was  first  in  Tertia  that  the  big  slash  in  our  ranks  occurred.  The  two  divisions, 
A  and  B,  which  had  existed  till  then,  were  fused  into  one  class  of  thirty  members. 
Of  all  the  twenty-two  original  members  of  Sexta  B,  Sundermann  alone  remains. 
After  thus  playing  havoc  with  our  numbers.  Father  Time  had  to  pause  and 
sharpen  his  scythe.  Our  policing  duties  in  Tertia  were  limited  to  a  weekly 
washing  of  windows.  But  "Bon  Ami"  was  not  such  a  good  friend  of  ours,  its 
name  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  Consequently  many  a  Tertianer  was 
seen  sweeping  the  corridors  on  Sunday  morning  as  punishment  for  neglect  of 
duty. 

Secunda  seemed  to  us  in  Sexta  a  paradise.  But  when,  at  length,  we  landed 
at  this  long  hoped  for  port,  we  found  that  it  was  not  entirely  free  from  storm. 
Hebrew,  religious  essays,  and  loads  of  responsibility  bore  down  on  us  with  a 
pressure  of  several  hundred  atmospheres.  On  the  other  hand  we  took  pleasure 
in  doing  our  part  of  the  governing  of  the  student  body.  The  prof's  now  ad- 
dressed us  with  the  Hoeflichkeits-pronomen  "Sie.  "  In  this  year  we  decided  to 
publish  an  annual.  A  staff  with  "Sugar  "  at  the  head  was  immediately  elected. 
Actual  work,  however,  was  not  begun  until  Prima. 

In  Prima  there  now  exists  a  quite  remarkable  kameraderie.  Nowhere  can, 
at  least  to  the  historian's  profound  knowledge,  another  instance  of  such  mutual 
love  be  found.  Although  there  are  vast  differences  of  rank  between  us,  no 
one  can  detect  them  from  our  intercourse  with  each  other.  In  our  six  years' 
stay  at  Concordia  we  have,  notwithstanding  the  high  price  of  cookies  in  the 
stationery,  managed  to  save  enough  pennies  (one  hundred)  for  a  diploma,  and 
if  we  are  successful  in  the  final  examinations,  we  will  graduate  and  leave  forever 
the  halls  of  Concordia. 

And  many  other  things  did  the  class  of  '23  do.  which  are  not  written  in  this 
authentic  history.  Much  modesty  and  little  space  forbid  us  to  dwell  on  our 
attainments  in  scholarship  and  our  researches  in  chemistry. 

The  time  has  come  when  we  must  part  from  Concordia,  but  not  from  one 
another.      We  hope  to  meet  again  in  St.   Louis.

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MAINLY  ABOUT  PROFESSORS. 

Of  course  there  may  be  something  to  be  said  for  professors.  Indeed  some 
of  us  have  often  tried  to  say  it  for  them,  and  yet  they  seem  to  be  a  puzzle  hard 
to  solve.  Only  rarely  have  we  been  able  to  understand  what  a  professor  was 
talking  about.  At  least  we  did  not  seem  to  know  it  in  the  examination  which 
followed.  We  have  with  us,  for  instance,  a  professor,  who  inevitably  failing  to 
see  the  difficulty,  remarked  with  great  precision,  "This  is  really  easy  if  you  re- 
member only  the  rules."

From  the  sad  look  on  each  professor's  face  one  could  tell  that  they  were 
bent  on  losing.  "Molar,  "  who  started  the  affair  in  perfect  fashion  for  the  stu- 
dents, took  a  bite,  and  drove  the  ball  to  deep  center.  "Duke,  "  our  staff  artist, 
drew  a  base  on  balls.  Incidentally,  he  proved  to  be  the  main  drawing  card. 
Oscar  Graupner,  who  claimed  he  never  touched  a  drop,  certainly  proved  his 
statement  when  he  was  fooled  on  several  low  ones.  "Pick  "  Schury  picked  a 
nice  one  and  drove  it  to  left. 

The  professors  then  went  to  the  sidelines  to  receive  encouragement  from 
their  wives,  who  were  interested  spectators.  Alas!  In  what  wailing  and  tear- 
shedding  they  found  their  beloved  ones!  Their  wives  undoubtedly  foresaw  the 
outcome  of  the  game.  The  professors  came  right  back,  however,  in  their  half 
of  the  inning  and  evened  up  matters.  "Cherry  '  Kirsch  was  a  huge  success  as 
he  stepped  to  the  plate.  "Cherry  "  popped  to  Klewer  who  handled  the  ball  in  a 
very  clever  style.  "Butch"  Herrling  tried  to  kill  the  ball  but  only  succeeded  in 
hitting  a  single.  He  now  tried  to  slide  to  second.  As  yet  he  has  not  entirely 
recovered  from  the  effects  of  his  effort.  Thomas  Bakalyar  then  hit  a  triple 
but  was  out  when  Rau  nabbed  him  in  the  nick  of  time  past  third.  He  started 
an  argument  with  Rau,  claiming  that  he  was  safe.  But  the  spectators,  who 
saw  his  remonstrations,  did  not  consider  him  very  safe.  After  the  row  was  over 
the  game  went  off  splendidly.  "Coon"  Hendricks  singled  to  left.  True  to 
his  name,  he  stole  second. 

The  students  did  no  more  scoring  until  in  the  seventh.  In  this  inning 
Abendroth  was  barred  from  further  playing.  He  had  neglected  to  shave  for 
several  weeks  and  was  put  out  on  account  of  unnecessary  roughness.  Lichtsinn 
then  took  hij  place  at  third.
